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A REPORT PERTAINING TO THE 
BERRY CREEK AREA 


(MORE GENERALLY KNOWN AS THE HANNA DISTRICT) 


The territory under review consists of certain lands North 
of the Red Deer river and East of Range 18 and West of Range 6, West 
of the 4th Meridian, and South of Township 34, the exact boundaries 
of such are hereinafter specified. This area was selected for the 
reason that it inchules the poorer geile and kas been frequently 
subject to drought. i is from this area that approximately two 
hundred and fifty settlers were moved during the summer of 1931 by 
assistance of the Provincial Government. Municipal boundaries have 
been followed as closely as possible in order to facilitate adjustment 
with these units. 

The area includes seventy-two full townships and seventeen 
fractional townships of land comprising 2 total area of approximately 
2,054,240 acres. The greatest distance from the extreme North to 
South, is seventy-six miles and from the Western to Eastern limit, 
sixty-six miles. 

There are two lines of railway operating through the area. 
namely: The Calgary-Saskatoon and the Hanna-Steveville lines of the 
Canadian National Raflway. The former passing through the Northerly 
portion of the area in Northwesterly or Southeasterly die action while 
the latter extends in a southerly direction through the central portion 
of the area, 

Within the area the following towns, villages and hamlets

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SETTLE MENT 

The early settlers in the district were ranchers, it is 
reported that during this period that grazing was exceptionally good 
and ranches were established mainly adiacent to the rivers. 

The area under review was made available for home=~ 
steading about 1908-09, with the result that homesteads were cagerly 
sought and practically all availabie lands were settled within a few 
years. The influx of settlers naturally curtailed the range and seriously 
affected the ranching business. 

The years prior to 1815 were not particularly favorable, 
with the result that many of the new settlers became discouraged and 
ieft their holdings, However, the bounteous crops of 1915-1916 aiong 
with war prices greatly improved the financial condition of the farmers 
for the time being. Railway facilities were provided, community de-~- 
velopment and improvements were undertaken with the hope that a 
permanent community life might be established. During the past ten 
years, however, conditions have not been generally satisfactory, many 
farmers have become discouraged, abandoned their farms and as a re- 
sult the area has been greatly depopulated. 

The chief cause of the unfortunate condition referred to, 
is the lack of sufficient rainfall to produce profitable grain and fodder 
crops. During the past three years of almost continuous draught, ac- 
companied with unprecedented low prices for farm products, many 
farmers have been forced to discontinue farming or seek land in more 
favorable area. This condition prevails at the moment and many seitiers 
residing within the area are anXioug te move elsewhere but have not the 
financial resources to procure transportation and acquire a new location. 

As e result of crop failures and the general economic de- 
pression, not only have the farmers suffered financial embarrassment 


but Municipal districte are confronted with serious financial problems. 
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_ Arrears of taxes are accumulating at an alarming rate, and they are 
carrying on with very limited financial resources, Schools have been 
closed due to depopulation or lack of funds, while others still operating 
have not sufficient number of pupils attending to justify their operation, 
it is quite probable that a considerable number of schools will not be able 
te operate beyond midsummer. 

in addition to the general financial embarrassment of the 
farmers, Muntcipalities and School district, there ie a heavy indebted~ 
leas owing Banks, Mortgage Companies, Loan Companies, Merchants, 
etc. The extent of these obligations and encumberances has not been 
ascertained, unquestionably the total would invoive several million of 
‘dollars. 

A PLAN FOR IMPROVEMENT 

The plan for improving the condition of the farmers within 
the area which appears to receive the greatest support, is that of re- 
organizing the farming methods tn the area from grain growing basis to 
combination farm-ranch basis. The general plan being that the present 
farm holding be increased by making available to remaining farmers, 
leases at low rates if rental, In other words, in addition to the farmers 
home place, which in most cases he has title to or holds under Agreement 
of Sale, he would acquire sufficient leased land to make up a unit of from 
ee nee section et leet. The area acquired depending upon the avail- 
ability of land, soll conditions and the ability of the settler to advantageously 
use such lands. 

' Te bring about an adjustment of farm operations as previously 
indicated, a reduction in population in certain areas would be desirable, 
farm unit of from four to nine sections would permit nine to four units per 
township. At present the number of resident farmers per township varies 
from 14 t 26 per township, while the average for the Municipal Districts 
comprising the aren is approximately 22 resident farmers per township, as 


indicated by the Municipal Secretary-Treasurer's reports for the year 1931,

From the foregoing {t will be observed that if the suggested plan is to be 
successfully put into operation, a reduction in population in certain districts 
is Gesirable, To this end ft would appear advisable that the present policy 
of free transportation be continued, / 

in order to facilitate the organization and establishment 
of the farnrranch unit, it would appear desirable, {f not essential, that 
aL possible land within this area be brought under single control. | 

To this end it would appear advisable that in so fer as it is 
possibic, thai land now slienated fram the Crown, revert to the Crown 
either by tax recovery or excharge. Considerable adjustment can be ac- 
(oiplisaec by exchange of lands within the area, but if certain lands within 
the area couid be exchanged for lands outside the area, undoubtedly more 


rapid adjustment of lands eould be accomplished. 


DISORGANIZATION OF MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS 

in view of the present and possible further reduction of 
population within the area and the lessening of demand for public im- 
provements and facilities and the further demand on the part of residents 
for general reduction of taxation, also the desirability of having all lands 
within the area under single control, ft would appear desirable and ad= 
vantageous that all Municipal Districts er portions of such districts within 
the area be deorganized and operated on the basis of local improvement 
districts. In order to bring about an adequate and rapid adjustment of the 
affairs of the area it is essential that a single duly constituted authority 
have power to deal with all major problems common to the area. This 
suggestion is not intended te infer that any Municipal or other district 
within the area should be forced to accept the suggested scheme. It would 
appear advisable and logical that the scheme be undertaken in those districts 
where the residents are in sympathy and desirous in coming under the 


supervision as hereinafter referred to. 
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WATER SUPPLY 

Kt should also be mentioned that in order to make the 
farm-ranch unit operative, it is essential that adequate water supply 
for livestock be available. it is quite generally agreed that two to two 
and one half miles is the maximum distance cattle will effectively range 
from a supply of water. To this end it is highly important that the de- 
velopment of adequate supply to water should be en important part of the 
farm-ranch unit program within the area. The construction of dame on 
creeks and coulees, the drilling of wells, the protection and development 
of wells already drilled and also the development of springs would une 


doubtediy be part of such a program. 


DEVELOPMENT OF FARM-RANCE UNIT 

In the development to the farm~-ranch unit, the fact that a 
large percentage of the land has been cultivated must be taken under con- 
sideration, as such, fits grazing value is practically nil. It is generally 
believed that such land will return & grass within a few years time. The 
rapidity of this transformation will largely depend upon seasonal con- 
ditions, particularly rainfall prevailing during future years, also the extent 
to which farmers will have capital and means for seeding to grass such 
suitable lands as are in their possession. 

Iu order that the farm-eranch unit method of operating may 
prove attractive to the resident farmer, such lease land must be avatiabie 
at 2 rental charge in keeping with their productive powere taxes must be 
reduced to minfmum as well as all other overhead charges. 

Reorganizing of the present type ef farming or the establish- 
ment of a new form will not in itself insure success. With whatever re- 
organization which may take place, there must go hand in hand better 
cultural methods, imprevement of livestock, the proper management of 


grazing areas, most of which must be evolutionary rather than revolu- 


tionary in its development. 
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An intensive survey of the possible water resources of the 
area should be undertaken during the coming summer. Water is ob- 
tainzble by means of welle over a greater part of the area. Unfortu- 
nately in certain districts this supply is found in quicksand. The sand 
tends to fill the wells and thus interferes with the supply also operation 
of pumping equipment. 

In view of the importance of an adequate supply of water 
in the improvement of conditions within the area, it would appear advis- 
able that special investigations be conducted with a view to develop 
underground water supplies. The matter of finding ways and means of 
controlling quicksands is a subject which might be referred to the De- 
partment of Agriculture Engineering, University of Alberta, Edmontoa, 
for its attention and recommendations. | 

The location of small dams in creeks and coulees for the 
impounding of water is most desirable. These structures must be 
properly located, substantially constructed, and preferrably erected by 
private or community enterprise, Already a number of dam sights have 
been located by the Alberta Water Kesources Branch on various creeks 
and coulees. Ht is necessary, however, that this work be carried still 
further {f an adequate supply of water is to be provided. Ag already 
intimated ft is very desirable that the survey with reference to water 
supply be fairly well completed before making major adjustments with- 


th the area. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
While {t ig obvious that any plan which may be suggested 
will not apoly with equal force to all parts of the area, it is desirable 
that a general plan be adopted for the reorganization of the area. With 
e view to suggesting a general plan, I submit the following recommend- 
ations. 


(i) That the area within the following named boundaries, 
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commencing af a point on the Red Deer River on range line between 
ranges seventeen and eighteen then continuing North to the township 
line between 26 and 29, following said township line East to range line 
between ranges 14 and 15, following said range line North to township 
line between townships 30 and $1,following said township line East to 
range line between ranges 12 and 1S, following said range line North to 
township line between township $3 and $4, following eald township line | 
East to range line between townships 31 and 32, following the said township 
line East to range line between ranges 6 and 7, following South said 
range line to the Red Deer River, thence following the Red Deer River 
in a Northewesterly direction to the range line between ranges 17 and 18, 
including ell of Municipal Districts namber 273, 274, 248, 244, 245, 214, 
215, the four eastern townships of M.D. 275; the six Southern townships 
of M.D. 364; all of local improvement district 213 and that portion of 
Local improvement District 246 East of township 18, be declared a 
closed area and that no further lands be alienated from the Crown. 


(2) That the above described area be known as the Berry 
Creek Area. 
{3} That such legislative authority be secured as to enable 


the properly constituted authorities to make compromise settlements of 
arrears of taxes, seed grain and relief liens, and any other Crown claims 
now levied against the lands, er to cancel in their entirety any euch 
Crown claims if deemed ativisabie. 

(4)} That an Administrator or Board be appointed to administer 
the lands within the area, assisted by an advisory committee selected 
from land owners and lease holders residing within the area, That in 
the event of a Board being appointed to administer the area that mem=- 
bers of such a Board be competent to deal with (a) Agricultural, (b) 
Taxation and (¢ ) Financial problems common to the area. 


{a) That one member for the advisory committee be 
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selected from each Municipal District on such area as designated 
oy administrator or Board, 

(b) That members of advisory committse shall serve 
without remuneration, except for personal expenses incurred, when 
attending meetings called by Ekiministrator or Board. 

(6) That an Adminiatrator er Board be given sufficient 
authority to meet all requirements gnc to include the following: 

{a) To make general reguiations for the administration 
of said lands, such regulations to become effective upon approval by 
Order in Council. 

{b)} To define iease creas, fix terms of leases, having 
regard for the purpose for which such lands might be utilized, and to 
provide thet such rental be an inclusive one to cover all taxes and 
charges which may be levied against such lands. 

e: | (¢) To adjust and vary leases already granted, if 
possible, when it is considered generally advantageous to make such 
adjustment. 

(d) To decide upon the amount of debenture liability, 
if any, now outstanding which shall be carried as a specific charge 
against any schoo! district, and to negotiate with debenture holders so 
as te arrive at an adjustment of ali debenture liability now payable by 
village and ae districts, 

{c)} To arrange for the removal of settlers to new 
locations within or outside the area. 

(£) Te iease lands to the present residents of the area, 
such residents to be given the first refusal of reasonable acreage now 
occupied by them, or which is adjacent to their present holdings. 

{g) To set aside any area for community grazing if 
deemed advisahle. 


{h) To segregate any section within the area from the 
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general provisions relating to the closed area, 
(i) To deal with all questions of policy relating to such 


(j) To arrange for the exchange of lands with any person 
or corporation whether any such lands be within the area or not. Such 
exchange to be made on ae valuation basis, exclusive of encumberances. 
{&) That first consideration in the allotment of lands be given 
to the present residents who desire to remain within the area, and can 


make gatisfactory use of such land. 


(7) That every possible assistance be given to residents in 
adjusting their liabilities. 


(8) That proceedings be taken against all lands in arrears for 
taxes whether océupled or shandoned so ns to secure title thereto in the 
name of the Crown and that the Administrator or Board be consulted in 
fixing the terms of redemption and upset price for said lands. 

($} | That arrangements be made in cases where proceedings 
are taken by taxing authorities under The Tax Recovery Act, whereby 
the procuring of title to any parcel of land to the taxing authority will have 
the effect of disposing of all liens which may be registered against such 
lands go that taxing authority may secure clear title thereto. 

(10) That the existing rural municipalities be disorganized as 
geon as possible and thet control be exercised them securing the lands 

in arrears for taxes in such districts. 

(12) AE te a tires pA tin eadanidect.cecmiaee 
be revised decehion assessment will be reduced to approximately valuation, 
having regard to the use such lands mzy be put. 

(12) That the achool districts not in operation be disorganized 
and that the remaining districts be reorganized to meet the actual needs 
of the area. 

(13) That arrangement be made for the opening or closing of 


road allowances where deemed advisable. 
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(14) Raat Gar tecteear? crutatsen Ge sande tor the-comeeritie 
and the development of water supply where deemed advisable throughout 
the area. 

(15) That any application for leases now pending or subject to 
renewal, be pasged upon by the Administrator or Board and that temporari 
lease only be granted pending the consolidating of parcels to be used for 
lease purpose. 

(16 ) That any leases, grants and any agreements entered into 
with residents of the area be norn-assignabie except with the epproval and 
consent of the Administrator or Board. 

(17) Theat four tonine sections of land be congidered as an 
area suitable for a farm-ranch unit. | 

(18) That in order to promote permanency of tenure, residents 
be encouraged and assisted in securing title to home places. 

(18) That the present population in the area in question be 
reduced and that free freight on settlers effects he granted to all those 
who wish to move from the erea and where residents avail themselves 
of this privilege, that they surrender title to the Province of Alberta of 
all land in their possession within the area. 

(20) That notice be issued, that no seed, grain, feed, or direct 
relief will be provided by the Province to any former resident of the 
area who has moved fom the area at Government expense and who may 
return to the area at a future date, 

(21) That the school inspectors officiating within the area be 
given additional authority whereby they may adjust the schoo! facilities 

to the rapidly changing educational requirement of the area. 

( 22 )} That the immediate adjustment within the area be confi ned 
to the Municipal Districts of Flowerdale, Lonebutie, Bulyea and Berry 
Creek, 

(23) Inasmuch sg the area in question is subject to drought 


that special attention be given to ways and means of preserving or storing 
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of feed and seed in years of ample supply to meet the requirements of 
poorer years, 

(24) Thai efiective means be undertaken to control the taking 
up of land by new settlers and the bringing under cultivation of new lands. 
(25) That, in Panineeiien with the general reorganization of the 
area, there be provided such agricultural assistance and direction as will 


eid the residents of the area in carrying out the proposed program.
